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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  BAISLEY 
INDIAN  COLLECTION 


THE  sale  of  this  exquisite  and  outstanding  Indian  collection,  consisting 
mainly  of  baskets  and  blankets,  affords  a  most  unusual  opportunity 
for  those  interested  in  the  decorative  arts  of  the  American  aborigines. 
Not  only  are  the  finest  examples  of  their  work  growing  rarer,  but  the  standards 
of  excellence  are  no  longer  maintained  by  the  present  day  artisans.  The  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  pieces  such  as  many  of  these  will  be  unobtainable.  These 
specimens  were  fifty  years  in  the  gathering  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a 
finer  private  collection. 

Among  the  baskets  are  a  few  by  Datsolalee,  the  famed  Washo  weaver  who 
produced  only  a  small  number  during  her  lifetime.  These  have  always  been 
especially  prized  by  collectors  because  of  their  grace,  beauty,  and  precision  of 
detail.  Other  basketmakers  whose  work  is  represented  are  Carrie  Bethel  of  the 
Paiutes  and  Bridgeport  Tom's  wife,  who  took  first  prize  at  the  Yosemite 
Valley  Exhibition  with  one  of  these  pieces.  From  the  Porno  arc  two  rare 
feathered  baskets,  one  large  and  one  small,  often  referred  to  as  "gift"  or 
"treasure"  baskets.  They  are  ceremonial  specimens  of  great  beauty  and  marvel- 
oue  workmanship.  Many  other  western  tribes  are  represented  too,  with  fine  ex- 
amples of  the  various  weaves  and  techniques  employed  by  their  people  long  ago. 

The  blankets  are  mainly  of  Navaho  weave,  both  old  and  modern,  and  among 
them  are  many  of  the  finest  and  handsomest  examples  which  their  looms  pro- 
duced. Included  are  small  saddle  blankets  of  a  type  now  rare  indeed  and  of  the 
most  excellent  workmanship  in  native  wools.  There  are  several  very  large  ones 
also,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  these  is  of  the  same  fine  tight  weave 
usually  used  in  much  smaller  pieces.  The  Chimayo  and  Saltillo  blankets  in- 
clude many  beautiful  one-  and  two-piece  textiles  made  in  typical  style ;  warm 
colors,  soft,  and  of  intricate  patterns. 

An  excellent  Chilkat  blanket  from  southern  Alaska,  with  its  characteristic 
'eye"  design  and  made  of  mountain-goat  wool  and  beaten  cedar  bark  is  in- 
luded  in  the  collection. 

Mention  is  thus  made  of  only  a  few,  but  many  specimens  are  commended  to 
he  attention  of  collectors.
